The Executive Committee of the Mississippi : Baptist 
Convention Board, upon recommendation of the Conven- 
tion Sige ocag Committee, voted this week to withdraw 
support of the } ississippi Church Council of Alcohol Edu- 
cation, and set up a program of temperance work within 
our Own convention, with a Director of Temperance ac- 
tivities. fy 

This action 'seems in every way to be the wisest course 


for Mississippi \Baptists, and should have the support of 


our entire constituency. 


- The Mississippi Church Council for Alcohol Education 
was organized long before the Mississippi Baptist Conven- 
tion became a member, and was set up for the sole purpose 
of educational work. It is not an action group, and is not 
committed to teaching “total abstinence”, or to work for 
prohibition. Its purpose, ‘as set for in the constitution, is 
to “study the needs of children, youth and adults in alcohol 
education; to meet these needs through the use of the best 
scientific information available; and at all times to relate 
this information to the physical, spiritual, moral and social 
aspects of the problems of beverage alcohol.”

Do you mean to say that Paul 
didn't know? Didn't he know 
whether or not he would choose 
to. live or to die? | That’s the 
sense of the Old English in Phil. 
1:22:, “What I shall. choose I 
wot, not.” 

Perhaps’ Paul didn’t know 
what his choice would be. Doubt- 
less he had a positive desire for 
the fest which would come by 
death (Phil. 1:21, 23).-This is not 
uncommon among old ‘people, I 
am told. But, on the other hand, 
he had an equally strong long- 
ing to prolong his ministry 
(Phil.. 1:24-26). 

Maybe he didn't know what 
his choice would be. But the 
point is that that-is hot what he 
said. Rather did he ‘say, “What 
I shall choose I am not making 
known.” Perhaps there is not a 
great deal of difference. But 
what difference there is is the 
difference between fantasy and 
reality. 

Choice Not Paul’s 

For the truth is that the choice 
was not Paul’s to make. Normal- 
ly men do not have to choose 
between life and death, for 
these are generally governed by 
circumstances beyond our con- 
trol. Paul the realist was aware 
of this. Furthermore, normal 
men do not indulge) overmuch 
in the fantasy of choosing be- 
tween life and death. Morbid 
men do, and the result is some- 
times suicide. Paulimay have 
been at the point of death py 
execution at the time he wrote 
Philippians. But apparently he 
was not at the point of death by 
suicide. For, whatever ‘his other 
weaknesses, Paul was not mor- 
bid about death. - | :

‘A Mississippian 


Paul M. Stevens, director of 
Southern Baptists’ radio and 
television ministry to the world, 
was born in Dayton, Ohio, but 
considers himself a transplan- 
ted Mississippians. At the age 
of 11, he moyed with his family 
to Jackson and later to Clinton. 
He graduatéd from high school 
at Clinton in 1934, and spent 
three years in Mississippi Col. 
lege. 

That first year in college was 
a memorable experience for 
him in more ways than: one. It 
was on April 29, 1935, that he 
was converted to Christ. From 
that time forward, he has devo- 
ted his life to preaching the 
Gospel message. 


For his final college year, 
Paul Stevens transferred. to 
Baylor University. During ‘a 
lull in his studies there, he mar- 
ried Miss Norma Stebbins of 
Greenville, Miss., in March, 
1937, In that year, he became 
the associate pastor of First 
Church, Greenville, Texas, 
where he remained until 1940. 


In 1968, Baylor University 
honored Director Stevens with 
a Doctor of Divinity degree. 
During his six years as director 
of the Commission, the agency 
has undergone great expansion 
in every area. 


Although pr. Stevens brought 
to the field} of radio and tele- 
vision as anjunparalleled oppor- 
tunity to preach the Gospel to 
millions of Jost people all over 
the world. : | 

He attended Southern Semi- 
nary in uisville and was 
graduated from Southwestern 


Seminary with a Mastetr’s De: 


gree in Theplogy. In between, 
he served three years in the 
Air Force ag a combat chaplain. 

Since he pecame director of 
the Commigsion, Dr. Stevens 
has had ocdasion to travel ex- 
tensively, bpth in the United 
States. and! abroad. On one 
such occasidn, he made a 40,000 
mile trip to 41 different coun- 
trie, studying and securing 
radio and télevision opportuni- 
ties for hs Foreign Mission 
Board and the Commisison. 

Late this |/ fall |he completed 
an Air Fore¢ preaching mission’ 
on bases in) England, Norway, 
Denmark, and the Netherlands. 
Following this he. joined offi- 
als of the National Broadcasting 
Co. and went to Russia, where
